Rome, September 8.—The sacred col- 
lege of cardinals today elected Cardi- 
nal Giacomo Della Chiesa, archbishop 
of Bologna, supreme pontiff to suc- 


geed the late Pope Pius X. His coro- 


nation as Benedict XV. will take place 
mber 6. 
Tac ccediately after his election the 
pontiff said he could not imagine how 
his frail being could endure the enor- 
mous weight of responsibility thrown on 
ig shoulders, especially at a moment 
when almost all thé “eourtries “of 
Hurope were stained with blood, when 
wounds inflicted upon humanity also 
were inflicted on the church, and when 
ne victims of the war were be- 
ing cut down. 

The war, he said, had armed faithful 
against faithful, priest against priest; 
while bishops of each country offered 
prayers for the success of the army 
of his own nation. But victory for 
one side meant slaughter to the other, 
the destruction of children equally 
dear to the heart of the pontiff. 

The* conclave of the sacred college 
had been im session since the evening 
of Montiay, August 31, and the final 
vote was not taken until this morning. 
When the name of Cardinal Della 
Chiesa was cried out by the cardinal 
scrutineers as having decided the pre- 
scribed, two-thirds vote, there was 
much excitement among the members 
of the conclave. 

He Accepts Election. 

Then followed the traditional formu- 
la, the cardinal being asked as to 
whether he accepted the election. 
Amid breathless silence he answered in 
the affirmative, but his reply, owing 
to profound emotion, was scarcely au- 
dible. Immediately all the cardinals 
removed the canopies from above their 
chairs, this being the tangible sign 
that the leadership of the church had 
passed from them to the newly-elected 
pope. 

Later during a reception of laymen 
the pope spoke of America, which he 
said was especially dear to him. He 
expressed -great admiration for the 
genius of its people, which was com- 
parable only to their religious zea), 
and he added: 

“I am glad that my first apostolic 
benediction abroad will be forwarded 
to America, where the American car- 
dinals at a later date will impart it to 
the people directly.” 

The pontiff also expressed the hope 
that America, in favor of peace, to- 
gether with the prayers raised to the 
Almighty throughout the world, would 
mean that peace will come. 

In the history of papal conclaves.the 
presegt conclave was unique, inasmuch 
as, theoretically, the election of any 
cardinal was possible, while in previ- 
ous conclav@s there were special desig- 
nations. 

Accepts Pentificate. 

On the election. of Cardinal 
Chiesa, Monsignor Poggiani, secretary 
of the contlave, with the master of 
ceremonies, the dean of the cardinals 
and other high church dignitaries 
bowed before the chair where Cardi- 
nal Della Chiesa was seated. 

He asked if the cardinal would ac- 
cept the pontificate, and upon an af- 
firmative reply all the canopies above 
the cardinals’ thrones were lowered, 
excepting that of Cardinal Della 
Chiesa. In answer to the question of 
the dean of the cardinals, the new 
pope said he desired to take the name 
of Benedict XV. 

Monsignor Poggiani, assisted by the 
other officials, recorded the act of 
election and the acceptance, and the 
members of the conclave then entered 
the Sistine chapel with the pope. The 
pontiff was clothed in a flowing white 
robe, red slippers and high stock, with 
a broad red cravat. Cardinal Della

S.GRUISER BARRED 
FROM TURK STRAITS 


Dardanelles Closed to the 
North Carolina—Believed 
Turkey Is About to De- 
clare War on Russia. 


. 

Washington, September 3.—Turkey 
has declined to grant the request of 
the United States for permission’ to 
send the cruiser North Carolina through 
the Dardanelles to Constantinople to 
deliver $150,000 in gold deposited here 
for the relief of Americans in the Ot- 
toman empire. 

The grand vizier has informed the 
American government that the waters 
of the Dardanelles are mined and that 
it would be-unsafe for a vessel as large 
as the North Carolina to go through 
the straits. He declared also that it 
might establish a precedent for the 
passage of other foreign warships and 
suggested that the American naval 
yacht Scorpion, on duty in Turkish 
waters, be sent to sea to meet the North 
Carolina. 

This was the substance of a long 
cablegram received at the white house 
and state department today from Am- 
bassador Morganthau, the first message 
from him in several days. The ambas- 
sador made no mention of any declara- 
tions of war, but referred to the diplo-

matic situation as highly critical. 

The ambassador reported that all 
Americans who wished to leave had 
done so and he thought funds aboard 
the North Carolina would be sufficient 
for immediate needs. 

Simation Delicate. 

“In view of the delicate situation the 
American. ambassador suggested that 
the plan of sending the Scorpion to 
meet the North Carolina outside the 
straits be adopted. The incident was 
discussed at the navy and state depart- 
ments today and the North Carolina, 
now at Falmouth, England, will start 
tomorrow for the Mediterranean. She 
probably will touch at Italian ports and 
take aboard assistant Secretary Breck- 
inridge reaching the Dardenelles in a 
week or ten days. 

By the time of her arrival officials 
here expect Turkey will have declared 
war on either Russia or Great Britain. 
In that event they deem it more pru- 
dent to keep the cruiser away from the 
scene of possible naval conflicts. 

The incident recalled past relations 
between the United States and Turkey 
on the passage of foreign _warships 
through the Dardanelles. The United 
States never has recognized the right 
of Turkey to close the straits to for- 
eign warships in time of peace, al- 
though European powers\have agreed 
to it. The American government mere- 
ly has recognized the custom of ex- 
cluding foreign warships as “a usage.” 

Right Not Recogguized. 

Secretary of State Fish in 1873 wrote 
in this connection to the Turkish gov- 
ernment: 

“The abstract right-of the Turkish- 
government to obstruct the navigation 
of the Dardanelles even to vessels of 
war in time of peace is a serious ques- 
tion. The right, however, has for a 
long time been claimed and been sanc- 
tioned by treaties between Turkey and 
certain European states. A proper 
occasion may arise for us to dispute 
the applicability of the claim to the 
United States men-of-war. Meanwhile 
it is deemed expedient to acquiesce in 
the. exclusion.” 

Officials here agreed that the immi- 
nence of war in Turkey made it sim- 
illarly expedient at this time for the 
American government not to press its 
request that the North Carolina be 
granted passage. 

The Turkish situation was discussed 
taday by Count Von Bernstorff, the 
German ambassador, and A. Rustem 
Bey, the Turkish ambassador, and also 
occupied the ‘attention of the British 
and French ambassadors. From Turk- 
ish officials it. was learned that the 
first declaration of war probably would 
be against Russia and that Turkey’s 
delay in announcing her intentions was 
due to her desire to complete military 
preparations. 

The Turkish ambassador said Turk- 
ish mobilization had heen in progress 
for nearly a month’and that he believed 
500,000 or possibly a million men had 
been enrolled. He reiterated that the 
mobilization was not aimed at Greece 
or Bulgaria. 

Diplomats generally believe .Greece 
immediately will align herself with the 
allies against Turkey if the latter de- 
clares war. The expectation also is 
growing that Italy is preparing to side 
with the allies. If she intended to 
sfand by Germany and Austria, they 
believe, notification already would have 
been sent to Italian ships to stay in 
neutral ports and avoid British war 


vessels. 


KAISER WANTS SWEDEN

“Great anxiety is felt in the Swedish 
capital because of efforts Germany is 
making, as shown by articles in the 
German newspapers, to induce Sweden 
to abandon her attitude of neutrality 
and take the field as an ally of Ger- 
many. The obgect sought is to weaken 
the Russian attack in east Prussia by 
means of a Swedish attack on Fin- 
land.” |

100,000,000 TAX 
URGED BY WILSON 


President to Address Joint 
Session of Congress Today 
in Advocacy of Emergency 
Revenue Bill. 


Washington, September 3.—Congress 
will meet in joint session tomorrow aft- 
ernoon to hear President Wilson’s mes- 
Sage asking for a war tax revenue 
measure that will provide $100,000,000. 
A concurrent resolution providing for 
the joint session was adopted today in 
both houses. 

It is understood the president will 
confine his message to the presentation 
of the necessity for. emergency reve- 
nues without suggesting the means 
for raising the funds. It is said to be 
his desire, however, that the tax fall 
not too heavily upon any particular 
class of citizens. 

The president submitted the message 
today to Representative Underwood, 
chairman of the ways and means com- 
mittee, which will frame the revenue 
bill. The latter communicated to the 
president the framework of the tax plan 
he and his associates have proposed to 
meet the expected deficit caused by 
the falling pff in customs receipts. 

Mr. Undérwood said later the plan 
was calculated to produce $100,000,000 
by “an internal revenue tax on a very 
few commodities,” but would not dis- 
cuss it further. 

Details of the scheme have been care- 
fully guarded as congressmen have 
been flooded with protests for many 
days. Administration leaders desire to 
have the method of taxation clearly 
determined before it is made known, in 
order to avoid interference from vari- 
ous interests to be affected The 
measure will be ready for introduc- 
tion early next week . 

President Wilson today told callers 
he did not expect the war tax measure 
to be in effect for a long time. He 
pointed out that if the tariff had not 
been changed before the beginning of 
the war, the deficit in the treasury 
would be greater. Under the new tar- 
iff, he said, the finances of the treas- 
ury do not depend as largely upon the 
tariff as formerly. 


BRITISH CONSUL HAS

Savannah, Ga., September 3.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Because they quit the British 
steamship, Egyptiana, when their term 
of service had not expired, five German 
sailors were today arrested on com- 
plaint of the British consul.

Before the African war he was adju- 
tant to President Kruger. He was con- 
nected with the Madero revolution as 
military adviser to: the late Sree? 
Madero. 


GERMAN AEROPLANES |. 
--» DISAPPOINT PARIS 


Paris,. September 3.—(7:15 p, m.)—— 
Paris was disappointed today “because 
no German aeroplane flew over the city. 
Crowds gathered in the Place De La 
Concorde, the Place De La Bourse, the 
Place De L’Btoile and the Quai Des 
Tuileries from 4 o’ctock in the after- 
noon until 7 to watch for the aeroplane, 
but none came. 

Several French machines patrolled 
the sky, ready to engage the enemy. 

Many persons have been astonished 
that the French aviators have not given 
chase to hostile machines flying over 
the city. It is explained, however, that 
only a plunging fire is effective against 
aeroplanes and that over a city a ma- 
chine gun attack causes risk to more 
lives from bullets that miss the mark 
than are endangered by bombs.

The Temps this evening printed an- 
other article in which it predicted 
final success for the allies. The news- 
paper’s reasons for its optimism are 
contained in the following resume of 
the situation as The Temps sees it: 

*Diminution of pressure by the 
enemy on the extreme left of the al- 
lies’ line, absolute inactivity in the 
center and the progress of the French 
troops in Lorraine and on the right 
bank of the canal which passes a few 
miles north of Luneville, in the de- 
partment of Muerthe and Moselle.” 

These circumstances are taken by 
The Temps as evidence that the enemy 
has been hard hit and is suffering 
from losses in men and lack of sup- 
plies. 

The Liberte quotes an English offi- 
cer who arrived here today from Pter- 
refitte, 28 miles southeast of Pau, as 
saying he was wounded in a fierce 
battle near Compiegne, in which the 
Germans were driven back several 
times with heavy losses. He said the 
French and Engiish offensive was 
successful over a front of several 


miles, the Germans retreating toward 
the left.

Kaiser's Forces Now 
Within Thirty Miles 
Of French Capital 


French Officials Arrive at Bordeaux and Estab- 
lish Seat of Government There—Japan Lands 
Additional Troops Near Tsing-Tau—Turkish 
Mobilization Proceeding Slowly. 


As the lines around Paris tighten and the German 
forces draw closer to the French eapital, the official state- 
ments regarding the progress of the war grow briefer and 
are more and more lacking in details. 

So far as the public is concerned, little actually is 
known as to how the armies in the field-are faring. Most 
of the information made public from official quarters is 
of a negative character, as, for instance, the announcement 
of the French war office that there has been no contcat 


with. the German forces in the region. of. Compeigne- and... 
Senslis since Wednesday, and that the situation in the 


northeast has not changed. 

The two towns are respectively forty-five miles and thirty-two 
miles northeast of the French capital, and they appear to mark the 
pomts nearest Paris to which the German advance guards have 
approached. 5 

With the removal of the government to Bordeaux all efforts 
around Paris have been directed to preparations for the threatened 
investment of the capital by the Germans. In addition, the French 
authorities have ordered aeroplane patrols to guard against any 
further raids by German aviators. A number of French aeroplanes 
are continually flying in the neighborhood of Paris, and others 
kept in readiness to attack any of the German airmen who appear 
in the sky. 

The attitude of Turkey is awaited with anxiety, and a Petrograd 
(St. Petersburg) dispatch says she is mobilizing on the Persian 
boundary, but slowly. 

Another list of British casualties, officially reported at London, 
numbers casualties at 5,228, of whom 470 are killed and wounded 
and 4,758 are missing. The list shows a large percentage of officers. 

' The Japanese are said to have occupied seven islands near Kiao- 
Chow and to have landed additional troops within marching distance 
| of that German stronghold in the face of protests by China. 

King Nicholas, of Montenegro, is reported as determined te 
occu Scutari. 

The governor and other German officials of Samoa have been 
made prisoners by the British and sent to the Fiji islands. 

The government of France is now established at Bordeaux. 
The foreign embassies and legations, with the exception of those of* 
the United States and Switzerland, have also been removed from 
Paris to Bordeaux. 

The Russian occupation of Lemberg, the capital of Austrian 
Galicia, may have a far-reaching effect on the campaign in eastern 
Europe, apart altogether from the loss of Austrian prestige through 
the fall of the city. More than three-quarters of the population are 
Poles, and the Russians anticipate that their entry to the city will 
contribute toward the hoped-for Polish uprising against Germany. 
This uprising Emperor Nicholas contemplated when he promised 
autonomy to a united Polish kingdom.

Thousands Entrenching Paris

“The members of the government of the republic have left Paris in 
order to give a new impetus to the defense of the nation. I have been ordered 
to defend Paris against the invader. This order I will fulfill to the end. 

(Signed) “GALLIENI, 

“Military Governor of Paris, Commanding the Army of Paris.” 


Bordeaux, France, September 3.—(Via Paris, 3:45 p. m.)—President 
Poincare and the members of the French cabinet arrived here today and 
were greeted by immense and cheering crowds. They have established head- 
quarters for the government. 

President Poincare has taken a residence in the prefecture. The ministry 
of war is located in one of the buildings of the University of Bordeaux.

Germans Capture Amiens 


And Move on Toward Paris 


' London, September 3.—A dispatch 
from Amiens, France, to the Daily 
Mail dated Tuesday, September 1, de- 
clares that the Germans have taken 
possession of Amiens, after three days 
fighting. 

The dispatch to the Daily Mail from 
Amiens adds that the success of the 
Germans at Moreuil made the capture 
of Amiens certain. The entry was not 
contested. The mayor after receiv- 
ing a German envoy announced the 
surrender of the city and urged the 
citizens to make no disturbance. 

“It was seven o’clock Sunday even- 
ing, says the Mail’s' correspondent, 
“when a ‘party of Uhlans entered 
Amiens. After a brief reconnoissance 
they retired to the German main body 
at Camon. A half hour later they re- 
turned accompanied by an envoy bear- 
ing a white flag. The latter inter- 
viewed Mayor Figuet at the town 
hall. After an hour’s discussion the 
mayor appeared in front of the town 
hall with trumpeters and officially an- 
nounced the surrender of the city. He 
urged that the citizens make no dis- 
turbance. 

“Later the mayor and the municipal 
councillors drove out in carriages to 
pay a formal visit to the German com. 
mander, who told them that they would 
be held responsible with their lives 
for the good conduct of the citizens.

‘ “The Germans thereupon went to 
the town hall where they hauled down 
the French flag and hoisted the Ger- 
man colors. The German troops be- 
gan entering the city about midday 
Monday singing as they came, “Die 
Wacht Am Rhein,” and “Duetschland 
Uber Alles.” 

“No time was wasted, however, as 
the orders were to move swiftly out 
on the high road to Paris. Only a 
few men were left to guard the city. 
The only casualties in connection with 
the German occupation were those of 
a chauffeur who was shot at the gates 
did not stop quickly 
enough at the order of the sentry, and 
that of a local sausage maker who 
got into a war of words with some 
troopers over the price of his wares.

“The true story of the death of

That the followers of Carranza now 
have accepted the program was indi- 
cated by the eg soe Carranza ad- 
mitted not having assumed the title of 
brovisional president. 

It is considered likely in official cir- 
cles that when a provisional president 
is chosen, recognition will be extended, 
though American forces probably will 
not be withdrawn from Vera Cruz un- 
til after an election is held.

KAISER'S ADVISERS 
WITH HIM AT FRONT 


Officers of General Staff 
Confident of Absolute Vic- 
tory—Determined to Win 
at Any Cost. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

Berlin, August 22.—The departure of 
Emperor William “in the direction of 
Mayence” (that is as much as the press 
was permitted to know or report about 
it) may be said to mark the beginning 
of this great European war, so far as 
Germany is concerned. 

As in 1870, the more important of the 
emperor’s advisers went to the front 
with him. The party included Chancel- 
lor Von Bethmann Hollwegg, Secre- 
tary of State Von Gajow, War Minister 
Von Falkenhayn, and other high gov- 
ernmental and army officials. - 

The plan of campaign is that thought 
out many years ago and never since de- 
parted from—to bend all energies at 
the outset to the smashing of Germany's 
western neighbor. Russia is to be left 
to Austria until France shall have bgéen 
disposed of. 

No one can come in daily contact with 
the officers of the general staff with- 
out being impressed with their confi- 
dence in an eventual and absolute vic- 
tory. There is no boasting, no dispo- 
sition to underrate the ability of the 
enemy, but there is a grim determina- 
tion to win at any cost. That this cost 
will be terrifically high is not for a mo- 
ment doubted, but the men in charge of 
operations are determined to make any 
sacrifice, no matter how appalling, to 
reach the goal. 

Ready to Pay Cost. 

The people are inclined to underrate 
the size of the task before the German 
arms. They dre, however, ready to pay 
the cost of victory, however grea. it 
may be. The man in the street, how- 
ever, will not even admit that a single 
German defeat is possible. 

A marked feature of the situation has 
been the wonderful manner in which 
the German mobilization was carried 
out. Everything was prepared in ad- 
vance. Remarkably enough there was 
not, during the whole period of mobili- 
zation, a single question from any per- 
son in charge of any branch of the 
work, Not one instruction had been 
misunderstood. <An.illustration of the 
thorough preparedness of the general 
staff is the experience of America’s mil- 
itary attache, Major Langhorne, who 
called on War Minister Von Falken- 
hayn in the mist of the mobilization. 
Major Langhorne began to excuse him- 
self for intruding at such a busy time. 

“Come in, Major,” said Von Falken- 
hayn. “I’m not particularly busy. I 
haven’t anything to do.” 

The Associated Press correspendent 
dined with General Von Falkenhayn on 
the eleventh day of mobilization. The 
dinner lasted from 8 o’clock until after 
11, and in the whole time there was but 
one interruption, that by an officer, 
with whom the general exchanged a 
few words and who then left. 

Each Has His Work. 

A striking thing about the organiza- 
tion of the general staff is the fact that 
one department has absolutely no 
knowledge of what is going on in the 
others. Each officer has his particu- 
lar work to do and nothing else. Many 
of the busiest high officers in the staff 
know less about the course of affairs 
to date than is known by the general 
public. 

The only department of the general 
staff which was not systematized in 
advance was the press department, 
which is even yet not working 
smoothly. 

There is no understanding between 
the dozen different officers in charge 
of the distribution of news and its 
censorship, and one is disposed to ad- 
mit dispatches of which the other will 
not hear. The working arrangements, 
too, are so clumsy that unnecessary 
delays of many hours. are caused 
which could have been avoided. 

The enthusiasm of the people for 
the war passes all bounds and con- 
tinues to increase, if that be possible. 
There are no longer any parties. In 
times of - peace the ruler has often 
called the social democrats “fellows 
without a country” together with less 
pleasant names. The sale of social- 
ists newspapers at the railroad sta- 
tion news stands has long been pro- 
hibited, but this prohibition now has 
been revoked, and the Vorwaerts lies 
side by side with the Semi-official 
Lokal Anzeiger and Cologne Gazette. 
Simplicissimus, the widely known 
satiriéal paper. which sharply cari- 
ecatures pretty nearly all existing state 
institutions in times of peace, has sus- 
pended publication because it feels, as 
it announced, that the present is no 
time to caricature internal affairs;

PARTS OF SKULL 


SL le Ee 


Important New Evidence Is 
Discovered in Cesspool of 
House Formerly Occupied 
by Innes in San Antonio. 


San Antonio, Texas, September 3.— 
(Special.)—Parts of a human skull, de- 
composed, presumably by strong acid, 
were found today in a cesspool in the 
rear of the cottage at 128 Wilkins av- 
enue, occupied in June by Victor In- 
nes and wife. 

* The Innes are in jail here in connec- 
tion with the disappearance of Beatrice 
Nelms and her sister, Mrs. Elois Den- 
nis. Under the directions of District 
Attorney Linden and Sheriff Tobin, a 
party of men pumped the pool and in- 
vestigation was then made of every 
bucketful of deposits. 

‘The different pieces of bone which 
Linden asserts are parts of a skull, 
were floating in the pool. 

The skull of a human, burned by 
strong acid, will float and though no 
expert had passed on the parts found 
in the well, Linden says he feels confi- 
dent a test will prove his contention. 

One part of bone, only slightly burn- 
ed, shows traces. of sutures under a 
microscope. This piece, about two 
inches in diameter, is concave, and 
brown hair, possibly three or four 
inches long, still is attached. In all, 
about fifteen pieces were found; all 
can be crumbled beneath the hand and 
are light to the touch. 

A number of strands of hair were 
found, though not attached to the 
bones. — 

Mr. Linden found one piece of bone 
which was firm and hard, and could 
not be crumpled; it is very small, how- 
ever, and was white. 

Under the microscope, it showed jag- 
ged edges which bore resemblances to 
a suture. 

District Attorney Linden subjected 
Mrs. Innes to a severe examination this 
morning and refused to divulge what 
she told him. 

“I obtained some most satisfactory 
evidence for the state,” he said. 

Linden made as thorough an exami- 
nation as the circumstances would 
permit. He had a dozen fruit jars in 
which the various pieces of bones were 
placed. The evidence will be submit- 
ted to a doctor tomorrow to be test- 
ed. The huge meat grinder, bought 
here by Innes and shipped to himselif 
at Portland, Ore., under the name of 
“books” and which was brought back 
here by Marshall Nelms, brother of 
the missing sisters, is now in the 
hands of the district attorney, to- 
gether with other evidence. The uten- 
sil was purchased from Newton Weller 
Wagner company and is unusually 
large. It is commonly used to grind 
up bones. H. A. Keltner, a pharma- 
cist, has identified Innes as the man 
who called at the drug store in June 
and asked about the purchase of a car- 
boy of sulphuric acid. The two chil- 
dren brought here by Innes and wife 
from Eugene, Ore. are still in the 
county jafl with Mrs. Innes. 

Announcement was made tonight 
that Victor E. Innes and his wife will 
waive examination when they are call- 
ed for preliminary hearing tomorrow. 
It is also probable, it is stated, that 
an effort will be made tomorrow to 
secure the release of Mr. and Mrs. 
Innes through habeas corpus proceed- 
ings. 


MRS. NELMS IS ASKED 


Attorney James A. Watson and oth- 
ers associated with him as counsel for 
Mrs. John W.:Nelms Thursday .after- 
noon received instructions from San 
Antonio to hurriedly prepare all evi- 
dence in their possession against Victor 
E. Innes and forward it at once for use 
in the preliminary trial proposed for 
the prisoners. 

Investigators in Atlanta were also in- 
structed to get in touch with the Bir- 
mingham Southern railway ticket 
agent and, with pictures of Beatrice 
Nelms and Victor Innes, establish posi- 
tively the evidence that Innes bought 
Beatrice a ticket during May, when the 
two made a trip to the Alabama city. 
This evidence will be used to refute 
the statement of Innes that he had 
never seen Beatrice Nelms at any time 
in his life. 

Innes, it was learned from San An- 
tonio Thursday, has been identified by 
Horace Skelton, chief prescriptionist of 
Fischer’s drug store at Houston street 
and Alamo Plaza, as the man who 
priced twelve gallons of sulphuric acid 
along about the middle of June. Innes,

acid.

The confidence in the reports of the 
general staff is complete and general, 
and this despite the fact that it is 
now apparent that the reports have 
thus far told only part of the story. 
To date the Germans appear to have 
made probably more than 10,000 pris- 
oners. Of these 1,000 were taken at 
Lagarde, 2,000 at Muelhausen, 4,000 at 
Liege, 3,000 at Stalluponen and proba- 
bly more than a thousand others in 
skirmishes on both frontiers.

WHY ITALY REFUSES TO 
COME TO AID OF AUSTRIA 


(From The World’s Work.) 

The reason that Italy held off from 
the allies in the Triple Alliance is writ- 
ten large in its history. The grand- 
father of the present king of Italy, 
Victor Emmantel of Sardinia, with Ca- 
vour’s guidance, made an alliance with 
Napoleon III. and picked a_ quarrel 
with Austria in 1859, much as Bismarck 
in 1866' made a treaty with Italy and 
picked a quarrel with Austria. In 
each case these nation builders delib- 
erately provoked war as a means to the 
unification of their country. In the 
campaigns of 1859 Lombardy was tak- 
en from Austria. In 1866, in alliance 
with Prussia, Italy went to war with 
Austria again, this time chiefly as a 
result of the Prussian victory at Sa- 
dowa, receiving Venetia from Austria. 
Austria was held to be the chief ene- 
my of Italy’s independence and unity. 
Despite this, however, in 1882 Italy 
joined Germany. and Austria in_ the 
Triple Alliance. This unnatural align- 
ment was entered into chiefly because 
France, Italy’s nominal ally, had block- 
ed her colonial ambitions in Tunis. Yet 
the alliance never made Austria pop- 
ular with Italians, nor did it cover the 
Mediterranean or the Adriatic. The 
head of the Adriaticisaconstant source 
of enmity between Italy and Austria.

Homes, 
whole cities and all the crops have been 
destroyed. No railways, telegraphs or 
telephones are left in several prov- 
inces. The women and children ‘have 
been forced into the cities and many 
have come to England. They are home- 
less and without men to protect them. 

“The political end of Belgium’s 
Plight is in charge of a commission 
sent to the United States by King Al- 
bert. I go to America to let Ameri- 
can women know of the sorrow and 
suffering of my homeless country- 
women. .I am less interested in the 
wrongs of the past than in the future 
welfare of these homeless families. 
They face starvation and they need 
clothing. 

“JT feel sure that American women 
will help us. I worked in the hos- 
pitals of Brussels and did everything in 
my power to help the poor people who 
had been driven from their homes, but 
saw that there must be outside help 
before my countrymen could re-estab- 
lish thelr homes. Farm machinery, 
seed and supplies of all sorts must 
come from other lands. Practically all 
the property in the territory crossed by 
the Germans was ruined.”

ning the new federal banking 

tem probably will be determined to- 

morrow at a conference here between 

federal reserve board members and rep- 

resentatives of clearing house associa- 
tions'in twenty large cities. 

Members of the board, it is known, be- 
lieve the new system can be put into 
actual operation within a short time 
without financial danger or marked in- 
convenience to banks or to business 
generally. Bankers, however, have ©x- 
pressed views at variance with this 
and at the conference tomorrow board 
members hope to convince the bankers 
that an early opening is to be desired. 

There is no apparent desire on the 
part of the board to hasten the opening 
of the system, but they have reached 
the conclusion that the transfer from 
the present national banking system, 
with its corollary of the Aldrich-Vree- 
land act, can be aécomplished with lit- 
tle friction and practically no incon- 


venience. 

The conference will take up also the 
question of the foreign indebtedness of 
American merchants, hoping to find a 
solution without payment to Europe of 
large amounts of gold. No exact fig- 
ures are at hand, but the clearing 
house associations were asked several 
days ago to collect all available in- 
formation on the amount involved. 

It is probable the board will take the 
bankers into its confidence tomorrow 
and discuss preposed amendments to 
the new banking act. Continuous dis- 
cussion by the board has narrowed the 
field down to less than a half dozen 
amendments and these were ordered 
favorably reported today by the sen- 
ate committee. They are still before 
the house committee.

AMENDMENTS PROPOSED 
FOR RESERVE ACT. 


Washington, September 3.—Amend- 
ments to liberalize the federal reserve 
act were ordered favorably reported to- 
day by the senate banking committee. 
They would permit the federal reserve 
board to postpone payment of the sec- 
ond and subsequent installments .of 
stock subscription of member banks 
and postpone for*not more than ‘four 
months reserve requirements for mem- 
ber banks. ‘They would permit member 
banks to carry in the federal reserve 
banks any portion of their reserves 
now required to be held in their own 
‘vaults, and allow them to count as part 
of their lawful reserves federal re- 
serve notes up to 5 per cent of their 
net demand deposits. 

Other amendments would. permit 
member banks to incur additional] lia- 
bilties on account of indorsement of 
foreign bills of exchange, “two-name” 
commercial paper indorsed by a mem- 
ber bank and such acceptances as are 
permitted under rules of the board, not 
to exceed twice the unimpaired gapi- 
tal and surplus of the bank. 

They would also permit bills bought 
in the open market to be used as basis 
for the issue of federal reserve notes, 
and authorize the secretary of the 
treasury to designate the federal re- 
serve banks as agents of the United 
States and of member banks in the re- 
demption of bank notes in circulation, 
including the Aldrich-Vreeland emer- 
gency currency notes. The amendments 
provide also for a system of clearance 
between the treasury, federal reserve 
banks and the member banks.

OF TRIP FROM BERLIN 


Was Treated With Great Civil- 
ity by Germans, and Was 
Never in Danger. 


Treated with the utmost of courtesy 
and permitted to travel from Berlin 
under protection of the German gov- 
ernment, William Perrin Nicolson, Jr., 
son of Dr. W. P. Nicolson, the well- 
known physician, who has been study- 
ing medicine in Berlin, arrived from 
Europe Wednesday afternoon, 

He sailed from Rotterdam on Au- 
gust 22, after having been forced to 
lie over in Holland a weéek on account 
of the inability to obtain passage for 
America. He had left Berlin on Au- 
gust 13. Americans in Berlin, he 
stated to a Constitution reporter last 
night, are treated with great civility. 

The German government, he said, 
had run special trains from Berlin to 
Rotterdam solely for Americans who 
were leaving the country. No other 
foreigners were permitted to ride 
them. When he found ‘that no ship 
would sail from Rotterdam for a week, 
Mr. Nicolson spent his idle time in 
traveling over Holland. 

Friends of the young medical student 
were elated to hear of his return. A 
day or so ago it was published that he 
had been lost in the warring country 
and that United States authorities 
were makin a desperate effort to 
find him. e had not, however, ex- 
perienced a single perilous incident. 

English and rench prisoners, he 
said, are being brought into Berlin by 
the train load. They are being tread- 
ed more humanely, though, than it has 
been reported. The French and Eng- 
lish population of Berlin, he stated, 
had been permitted to leave the coun- 
try at the time war was declared. The 
only prisoners are soldiers and spy 
suspects. 

Germany is showing monumental 
patriotism, he said. The people seem 
to rest confident that their nation will 
triumph and seem not to worry any 
whatever ovér the possibility of de- 
feat, which would mean annihilation. 
Berlin, according to young Nicolson, 
appears to be no more perturbed over 
the situation than New York would be 
if America declared war with Mexico. 


May 25, 1914. He is the archbishop 
of Bologna, Italy. | 

He was born at Pegli in the diocese 
of Genoa, November 721, 1854, and was 
ordained a priest December 21, 1878, 
He served as secretary of the Moncia- 
ture in Spain from 1883 to 1887 in 
which year he was appointed secretary 
to the late Cardinal Ramipolla. 

He was appointed substitute secre- 
tary of state in 1901 and in 1907 he was 
elected to the post of adviser to the 
holy office. 

In 1907 he was appointed papal nun- 
cio of Madrid in succession to Monsig- 
nor Rinalaini, but the appointment was 
cancelled three days later. This in- 
cident had occurred just before he was 
made archbishop of Bologna. When 
Monsignor Della Chiesa was given this 
post it was declared in Rome that it 
was mainly with the object of com- 
bating modern religious ideas, Bologna 
being the headquarters of the National 
Democratic league, whose members ad- 
vocated what is known as “modernism” 
in religion. 

Condemned the Tango. 

In January, 1914, while still at Bo- 
logna, the present pope issued a pas- 
toral letter strongly condemning the 
tango. 

It has been one hundred and seventy- 
four years since the time of the last 
Pope Benedict. On his election to 
the papacy in 1740 Cardinal Prospero 
Lambertini assumed that title. It is 
an interesting fact that the new pope 
was archbishop of Bologna while Pope 
Benedict XIV was born in Bologna. 

According to a dispatch from Rome 
dated at 2:30 yesterday afternoon and 
received in New York early today the 
White Star line steamer Canopic, bear- 
ing Cardinals Gibbons and O’Connell to 
Rome, was not due at Naples until to- 
morrow., Therefore, it is probable that 
neither of these two American cardi- 
nals participated in the election of the 
new pope. 

The choice falls on a cardinal of Ital- 
ian birth, as was expected from tradi- 
tion and also from the disturbed con- 
dition in Europe which mitigated 
against the selection of a pope outside 
of the Italian hierarchy. It was at 
the age of 24 that the new pope was 
ordained in the priesthood. He soon 
attracted the attention of Cardinal 
Rampolia, later secretary of state for 
Pope Leo XIII. When Cardinal, Ram- 
polla was made nuncio te Madrid he 
took Monsignor Della Chiesa with him 
as sécretary of nunciature. On Car- 
dinal Rampolla’s return to Rome to 
become secretary of state for the vati- 
can, Monsignor Della Chiesa entered 
the secretariat of state as one of the 
“minutamti,” or minor officials’ until 
1901, when he was appointed substitute 
of the secretariat, and also secretary 
of the cypher. 

Archbishop of Bologna. 

As secretary to the secretary of state, 
Cardinal Della Chiesa was brought inte 
notable prominence throughout the 
Ca#holic hierarchy, but his position was 
not at that time of cardinalist rank. 
On the accession of Pope Pius X, Mon- 
signor Della Chiesa continued in the 
secretariat. until December 16, 1907, 
when Pius X. gave him a noted promo- 
tion to the position of archbishop of 
the important see of Bologna. 

For seven years he administered the 
see of Bologna with notable success 
until in May, last, Pope Pius X. named 
him among thirteen members of the 
hierarchy to receive the red hat: Arch- 
bishop Begin, of Quebec, was amorg 
the other cardinals named at that time, 
the others being prelates of Spain, 
France, Austria, Germany and Italy.

CONFERENCE AGREES 
“ON TRADE. COMMISSION 


Report on Bill Will Be Sub- | 


mitted to Both’ Houses 
Today. 


Washington, September . 3.—Comple- 
tion of the administration anti-trust 
legislative program was advanced a 


step today when tne conference com- 
mittee on the federal trade commis- 
sion bill reached an agreement. . The 
conference report will be submitted in 
both houses tomorrow. 

Although the conference rewrote 
many sections relating to the organi- 
zation of the new commission, the 
changes were largely matters of phrase- 
ology. Principal changes relate to the 
provisions for court review, appeals 
from decrees of the commission to be 
made direct to the court of appeals, 
from which there can be no appeal only 
upon writ of certiorari to the supreme 
court. 

Prohibition of “unfair methods of 
competition” is substituted for “unfair 
competition” by the conferees, who 
made no attempt to define what consti- 
tutes such unfair methods. 

Wide divergence of views of the dis- 
trict courts in patent cases was ‘the 
argument which led to the determina- 
tion to provide for review in the court 
of appeals direct. Danger of conflict, 
it is argued, thus would be greatly. re- 
duced, there being only eight circuit 
courts of appeals, while there are 
thirty district courts. 

The Clayton anti-trust bill, passed 
yesterday, by the senate, went to con- 
ference today. An agreement on this 
measure will complete the’ program.

The police committee of council en- 
gaged in a lively fight over the issu- 
ance of near-beer licenses at their 
meeting’ Thursday afternoon at the 
city hall, and so fervid became the 
pitch of the dinguistic battle that wort 
invectives such as “blockhead” and

men. Mayor James G. Woodward came 
forth and entered the fray in. the 
diplomatic role of a peacemaker, ad- 
monishing the warring factions not to 
become too excited. 

The board then went into executive 
session. 

Alderman C. H. Kelley addressed the 
committee in behalf of a large num- 
ber of petitioners to council who 
operate places of business on WBWast 
Alabama street between Whitehall and 
South Pryor streets. These’ petition- 
ers had asked council severaldays ago 
to revoke the license of Ray & Co, to 
establish a near-beer saloon at i117 
Bast Alabama street. 

Council sometime ago granted Ray 
& Co. near-beer license for this 
stand. Afterwards a number of the 
business men of this street got togeth- 
er and petitioned council to stop Ray 
& Co. from establishing a near-beer 
saloon there, claiming that their re- 
spective businesses would be injured 
by the saloon in their midst. 

At its last meeting council passed

Two other near-beer licenses weré 
reported favorably to council, one at 
No. 8 Decatur street, and another at 
No. 330 Decatur street. 

Mayor Woodward addressed the po- 
lice committee in reference to the 
operation of several chop suey res- 
taurants in the city, declaring these 
Places to be “dirty holes,” which 
should at once be closed by the police 
committee.

In other words, the American manufacturer seeking to discount any 
disadvantage from the war, if he does not, mayhap, turn the upheaval to his 
advantage, may feel his way and seek new or enlarged outlets in the home 
market with less expense than he can proceed in the export field if not 
already established there. 

Government Emphasizes Opportunity. 

In counciling the American manufacturers, who make or can produce 
substitutes for the goods formerly imported from Europe, to consider the 
changed status of the home market before devoting their attention to prom- 
ising foreign fiélds the officials at Washington are in no wise belittling the 
trade opportunities that will arise in Central and South America, Australia, 
etc.,. now that these divisions of the world are likely to be more dependent 
than ever before upon American factories for many necessities and even for 
luxuries. 

Almost every official in Washington and a number of the diplomats 
‘stationed there have in public and private statements emphasized the golden 
opportunities that await American exporters now that all’ formidable rivals 
are, temporarily at least, out of the running. 

But, as Chief Baldwin, of the bureau of foreign and domestic commerce, 
said to Printer’s Ink: “There are assuredly great opportunities awaiting in 
the export field, but the situation which is developing there as a result of 
this war is not one to invite the amateur. It is folly for a business man 
to suppose that all he has to do is to step in and command an extensive 
and profitable trade merely for the asking. Constructive work is needed 
here. No person should rush in merely with a view to the profits that 
might be gained in this emergency, but if the present is seized upon as an 
opportune time to enter the export field permanently, and the business man 
builds for the future, arranges a system of credits and perfects shipping 
arrangements that insure the prompt delivery of his goods in proper condition, 
he should gain a position of advantage from which it would be difficult 
to dislodge him no matter whether the war be of long or short duration.” 

Views of Dr. Alsberg. 

, This question of the duration of the conflict abroad is one which seems to 
‘be weighing with many manufacturers who are hesitating as to just how to 
proceed. It is obvious that an American firm having all the facilities for 
approximating the foreign-made article might be able to divert, this year, 
a considerable share of the trade in Scotch marmalades and preserves, but 
as Dr. Alsberg, chief of the bureau of chemistry, said in discussing this 
subject for Printer’s Ink: “I suppose it would scarcely be wise for any 
person to set out olive groves in California as a source of future supply for 
olive oil when, if the war ends, the normal supply from France may be 
resumed next year or the year following.” 

Dr. Alsberg dwelt upon the fact that in food products a large share 
of importations from Europe have been luxuries, such as French wines, 
and consequently the question arises to what extent American consumers will 
accept American substitutes. On the other hand the lower prices at which 
this class of American goods are sold in most instances may prove a 
potent inducement if the well-to-do classes of our population as well as the 
poor are impelled to economize in order to bear America’s share of the 
burden of the costly conflict. - , 

Amount of Toys, Furs, Tea, Soaps and Perfumes Sold to America. 

Toys and kindred specialties have been mentioned in almost every dis- 
cussion of this subject which has taken place in official circles in Washington. 
During the twelve months ending ou July 1, 1914, the United States imported 
from Germany toys to the value of $7,718,854. The question has been repeatedly 
asked this past fortnight what is to prevent the bulk of this manufacture 
being carried on in America? The question fs the more natural because of 
the strides which American manufacturers have made in the production 
of puzzles, parlor games, etc. Obviously it is not for lack of inventive 
skill or ingenuity on the part of designers that this business has gone 
abroad, for readers will recall that the Teddy bear and the Kewpie doll,

Where Foreign Supplies Are Low. 

American producers of some of the most extensively advertised goods 
will, from the very nature of things, be unable greatly to increase their 
sales in the United States because of the war, and must look to export 
trade tor whatever expansion is possible. — For example, Europe sent us last 
year only $35,000 worth of talking machines and phonographs. But, on the 
other hand, the music-loving Latins of the Pan-American countries uve 
been wont to distribute their purchases of talking machines and records 
among American, English, French and German houses, whereas henceforth 
American interests should have almost a monopoly of this business. 

Automobile imports from Europe have fallen to much less than $2,000,000 
a year, so that there is no great quantity of American substitutes ‘needed to 
fill that gap; photographic film trom Europe sells here to the amount of 
less than one-third of a million dollars a year; and such specialties as 
vacuum cleaners, automatic pistols, etc, have no European competition worthy 
of the name. : 

The sale of safety razors may be stimulated somewhat if the importation 
of European cutlery is shut off, and the domestic producers of rugs and carpets 
who have advertised so forcefully during the past few years may profit by 
the war inasmuch as our importations in this line have been almost as heavy 
from Europe as from Asia. This is one of the lines where the lower price 
of the American product is likely to prove a big factor in its favor once 
consumers with a penchant for the imported have been compelled by circum- 
stances to make actual comparison of values. 

Clocks to the value of $806,000 were imported from Europe: last year, 
and European watches sold in the United States to the amount of $2,612,101. 
To be sure nearly $2,000,000 worth of these watches came from Switzerland 
which at this writing is not directly involved in the war, but with virtually 
every man in the republic likely, ere long, to be under arms, it goes without 
saying that the Swiss watch firms will be compelled to leave a pretty clear 
field for their American competitors, : 

‘ Similarly is it significant that Americans have been buying more than 
half a million dollars’ worth of pencils from Europe every year, and as this 
foreign trade has been about equally divided between England and Germany 
the war will presumably curtall it to a large extent. 

Opportunity for American china makers, etc., seems to be spelled very 
clearly in statistics lately compiled at the department of commerce which 
show that during the twelve months that ended July 1, 1914, we paid to 
Europe some $8,000,000 for earthen, stone and chinaware, this aggregate being 
distributed among Austria, France, Germany and the United Kingdom. Glass-

rewards. Similarly is it predicted that the virtual monopoly which Germany 
has ehjoyed in the production of aniline dyes will come to an end because 
American textile industries will be compelled to make every effort to develop 
sources of supply nearer home. 

So,-too, while every person realizes“what quantities of silk and other 
dress materials have been imported from Europe for Ameriean women, it is 
possible that not every one appreciates that we spent in Europe last year 
the sum of $1,812,719 for buttons, a large proportion of which might be 
preduced in America.

HERE IS LITTLE’ GUIDE 


(From The St. Louis Republic.) 

In pronouncing the names of Euro- 
pean towns a few things are worth 
knowing and remembering. There is 
no law for proper names, personal or 
public. Usage alone counts. In_ the 
case of Belgian names—a mixture of 
French, Belgtan, Walloon, Flemish, 
then Brabantine or any other of the 
numerous dialects that make up Flan- 
ders of old—it is to be noted that the 
French pronunciation prevails. . 

Do not pronounce a final “e” which 
is mute unless a written accent; nor a 
final consonant, unless, generally, “c,’ 
“1 “f" or “r,” which are the consonants 
in the word frolic. 

Some allowance may be made toward 
the German or Holland frontier, for a 
certain lengthening in pronouncing. 
But in Belgium, words are pronounced 
in the French manner. This, as far as 
possible eliminates the “h” sound. Avoid 
a “g”’ sound in a final “n.” The “n” is 
a nasalized consonant, yet clear and 
crisp. Pronounce “u” as in duke. Pro- 
nounce “j” as “zh’.” Practically with- 
out exception, accent the last syllable.

In Second Balaklava, . British 
Cavalry Charges Enemy’s Guns 


London, September 3.—The Daily 
Mail’s correspondent behind the British 
lines describes the charge of the ninth 
Lancers, which occurred at an unnamed 
spot during the recent series of tactf- 
cal retreats, as a second Balaklava. He 
Says: 

“Terrible havoc has been caused in 
our ranks by shells from a battery of 
eleven German guns posted inside a 
forest near the Bélgian frontier. 

“It seemed impossfdle to silence their 
fire until the ninth Lancers made their 
attempt, riding straight at the guns 
after debouching into the open ‘and 
charging under a hail of melinite and 
lyddite. 

.“T have not: been able to get reliable 
figures as to the distance they rode, 
but they reached their goal. Nothing 
could stop them. They reached the 
guns, killed the gunners and put the 
guns out of action. Then, like their 
prototypes of Balaklava, they § rode 
back. 


“On the return they fell in greater 
numbers still from the attack of other 
German batteries, posted at vantage 
points around the valley. 

“Notable bayonet charges were mage 
‘fat (mame deleted), on Wednesday last. 
Several British infantry regiments oc- 
cupied an exposed position around 
which the Germans gradually circled, 
drawing the noose closed and closer. 

“The Britishers decided to cut their 
way through thercordon. So the men 
went at it, yelling and shouting, and 
got through, although the German ar- 
tillery mowed them down frightfully. 

“The German machine guns have been 
tremendously efefctive in all engage- 
ments thus far.
